MOVIE STARS, WRITERS, DIRECTORS HAVE A DIVINE RIGHT TO BE QUISLINGS. 
This is the implicit meaning of terrific propaganda drive by Hollywood ce- 
lebrities and movie producers against Thomas Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities. It's all right for Congress to investigate anybody else, but as soon 
as it turns an inquiring eye on the glamour girls and boys of the studios it

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take a square look at the doings of Hollywood royalty. 

This is the basis of Communist Party's smear campaign ee the 
Thomas Committee. The party has been preparing the campaign since early 
this year. Enormous pressure has been applied in Hollywood to force every- 
body into line and put up a "united front" against Congress. 


Anybody who has had experience with Communists in labor unions or 
other organizations will recognize that this is the old "unity" game again. 


The Communists are always for "unity" when they get into danger. "We're all 
in the same boat," they cry. "Let's you and me defend ME. Anybody who rats 
on unity is a rat." And now they've used this same old "unity" trick to 


whip nearly all of Hollywood into line, including the big producers. 


There are hundreds of Communist Fifth Columnists in important posi- 
tions on Hollywood payrolls. The producers ought to have cleaned them out 
long ago. But they've never had enough sense and courage to do it. 

One of the biggest reasons for this is that in Hollywood it has 
been "smart to be red." Many of the executives have themselves contributed 
money to Fifth Column fronts. Anybody who has murmured an unkind word about 
the Russia Firsters has been labeled a Fascist. Often he's been afraid to 
look his friends in the face. He's been embarrassed at parties. If the

studis cxscutives had actually tricd- to fire the quislings, ther would Reve 


been in danger of social disgrace. 

Lately a few people with character have dared to speak up to the 
Coymunists. Mostly\they have beerleaders of the Screen Actors Guild, like 
Rob Awont mery, Geo'Qurphy, Ronald¥Reagan. . And there have been writers, 
like Boros nd directors, *like Salimood. But the movie compa- 
nies as a whéle have hung back timorously. ES 











Now the Communists and ont of the producers arg, putting on a tre- 
mendous propaganda campaign. The producers have sent Eric™ hnston and Paul 
WiicNutt to Washington to offer alibis. Eric Johnston issues these alibis at 

‘the hearings and in newsreels, on radio, in full-page newspaper ads. 

-. But Johnston admits that he urged the producers two years ago to 
fire the Communists. They refused. They say now that they were afraid of 
lawsuits. This is a pitiable excuse. Every business takes risks every day, 
including risks of litigation. If the producers” had really cared very much 
about firing the quislings they would have done SO. But they didn't care 
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enough. And now Johnston's job is to defend his employers for NOT doing 
what he tried in vain two years ago to get them to do. 


Violent charges against Thomas Committee have no basis in fact. 
True enough, the committee ought to be a better one...it ought to have 


brighter members...and certainly Rep Rankin shouldn't be on it. But Rankin 
hasn't even been present at the movie hearings. And Chairman Thomas, far 
from acting tyrannically, has leaned backwards to give special privileges to 
the hypocritical and wily Communist witnesses. Thomas has a poor capacity 
for public relations. But the man is doing an honest job. 

The general rules of procedure in the hearings are fair & practi- 
cal. The committee isn't a court...the hearings aren't a trial. If Thomas 
‘allowed the Communist Party's lawyers to take part in the proceedings, which 
is what Johnston is actually urging, we would see the same sort of perform- 
‘ance that Heepeneny has put on in the United Nations. 


THE COMMUNIST PARTY HAS ORGANIZED A NEW FRONT to smear the Thomas 
Committee. It's called the Committee for. the First Amendment. 

Through this front the party staged an all-star radio broadcast 
from Hollywood, New York, and Washington last Sunday, Oct 26, on ABC net- 
work. It was brilliantly done. In half an hour more than 40 people spoke. 
Most were movie stars. There were a few non-movie people, including four 
US senators, all of whom have fronted for the Communists at various times. 


The Stalin-Hitler technique of the Big Lie was used by the writers 
of the show, which EDOBETY misstated the facts about the Thomas COMMA ETEe 


Communist Party invented the name of this show. On March 14 the 

Communist Natl Board appealed for a fund of $250,000 to fight Sec Schwellen- 
bach's proposal that the party be outlawed. "The American people will fight 
back," declared the board. Afterward it issued another statement, saying, 
"We must fight back as never before." On May 14 the Daily Worker declared, 
"We are building a fight-back party." And on May 20 the Daily Worker 
boasted, "An aroused party raised a fight-back fund in record time." 

What was the name of the Oct 26 radio show by the new Communist 
front? The announcer roared it at the beginning: "HOLLYWOOD FIGHTS BACK!" 


And the Communist Party invented the slogans used in the show. On 
May 25 Counterattack revealed exclusively that the party had raised a fund 


of millions of dollars. "Capitalizing on the threat against itself," we re- 
ported, "the party campaigned with the slogan, 'It's YOU they're after!'" 
And Communist Fredric March said on the Oct 26 radio show: 
"Who do you think they're really after? ... It is YoU!"

TREMENDOUS EFFECTS OF ANTI-COMMUNIST VICTORY IN AUTO UNION are be- 
ing recognized in ever-widening circles. Effects are being felt in CIO, in 
AFL, in national politics and even in international affairs. 

But some newspapers and some peopte in industry believe that "it 
makes no difference whether Reuther or Addes wins, because they're both 
leftists." If you want to see what difference it makes, look at France & 
Italy, where Stalin is now preparing revolutions. He's able to do this be- 
Cause he controls the labor movement in both countries. And incidentally he 
controls it in Italy because he had quislings in the American Military Govt, 
who set up the new Italian labor movement with Communists cn top. 

Our liberties & lives may depend in a crisis on whether the U S la- 
bor movement supports the U S Govt or sabotages it for Stalin.

These groups support programs to achieve goals such as: 
(1) Continued disarmament negotiations. 
(2) A strong and flexible United Nations. 


(3) Planning now at state and national levels for 
conversion to peace-time economy and positive 
efforts to ease world tensions. 


The women act as individuals and as a group, with specific 
actions suggested by individuals and groups from all over 
the world. Decision to participate jointly on any given 
suggestion is democratly arrived at by members of the Co- 
ordinating Committee. Effective cooperation with other 
peace groups is encouraged. Monthly Coordinating Committee 
meetings and general meetings, as warranted, are open to 
all and announced in mailings to members. There are no 
dues or membership forms nor conditions for membership. 


To stir an,/awareness of the need for peace, Women For 
Peace encourage public education in peace objectives at 
local schools and sponsor peace-oriented demonstrations 
and public meetings, newspaper ads, billboards, and 
candidates for public office.

"Ramparts. the former Catholic literary magazine, 
very possibly means everything it says, but it 
frequently is unable to say what it means. 


“There is some craftsmanship involved in con- 
structing a paradoxical sentence, like this one 
in a Ramparts book review: 


“ithe author has constructed a rationale con- 
tending that the freedom of women consists of 
freedom from domesticity, subjugation to men 
and opvortunityv to work in the world of men 
upon equal terns! 


“The mazazine has taken a strong position against 
the war in Vietnam. Articles have been published 
in Ramparts that other magazines would not touch. 
Its exposure of the clumsiness of American actions 
in the war in South Vietnam justifies the exist- 
ence of the magazine. Occasionally, however, 
it 1s a victim of its own hysterical self- 
righteousness. 


"Robert Scheer, writing in the December 1965 
issue, tells us. ‘The United States has made 
the decision to use whatever firepower it takes

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“him of this decision, which implies the 

possible use of nuclear weapons. A few 
paragraphs later, in the same article, he 

writes, 'The admiral suggested that if 

civilans chose to live in areas controlled 

by the Viet Cong, then they became the enemy.'

are staggering when one considers that the 
greater part of South Vietnam is supposedly 
controlled by the Viet Cong. } 


"The July 1967 Ramparts claimed the Pentagon 
has contingency plans to invade Laos and North 
Vietnam, and the magazine listed its sources 
as 'two sober young men of the international 
voluntary service and a much too sober 
brunette with a pouting mouth' at a Vientiane 
party. 


“EDYARD M. KEETING himself led the hysteria. 
Speaking about Ramparts, he said, 'Muckraking 
is toc gentle a word to use. I prefer such 
things as hell-vraising, blistering. It's sort 
of reflectec in my own lectures. I no longer 
call tien leetures; I call them harangues. 
“hen I call for the impeachment of the president 
of the United Svases, I'm not beating around 
the bush.! 





'Tne editors of Ramparts are confident of their] 
own virtue, so confident they are able to dis- j; 


pense witn objectivity. ‘i¥e're as subjective 
as time,’ said Keating, 'but we're at least 
consistent.’ Editor Hinckle said, ‘iI don't 


believe in this ‘on-the-other-hand' stuff. 
People write in and ask us to print the other 
Side.

"Hinekle first made his mark as a journalist 
when he was the editor of his college newspaper, 
the University of San Francisco Foghorn.

a year, he changed the newspaper from a standard 
page size to a tabloid, ran it $20,900 into 
debt, and dubbed it ‘San Francisco's fourth 
daily‘ though it was published only three 

times a week. A faculty member recalled his 
career: 


“tHe was a fantastic editor. We had all kinds 
of expense accounts.'* 


‘After graduating from USF, he went into the 
public-relations business, becoming a partner 
in the firm of Barth, Hughes, and Hinckle. 

In 1961, he ran for the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, basing his campaign on the 
uzliness of freeways and the poor location 

of Canclestick Park. he lost. 


‘nane<le went bucx to journalisnz two years 
later, becornins a raporter on the San Francisco 
Chronicle, ‘rere he was often assigned to 
cover stories involving tne Catholic Cnurch. 
They described him then as 'a bit of a snob 
and politically conservative.' 


“Thile working at the Chronicle, Hinckle ako 
worked at Ramparts. Keating had fired him 
after the first issue, put took him back six 
montns later because ne needed a promotion 
director and Warren, he said, ‘had a genius 
for promotion.’ It was tinekle who ursed 


Keating to turn the inzazine into a monthly

"RAMPARTS, the literary magazine, had 2,551 
subscribers.

‘Mississippi Eyewitness.’ But racism in 
America couldn't do it for Ramparts. The 
world did not gasp when they daringly told 
how Negroes lived in slums and suffered from 
discrimination, disease and poverty, it 
wasn't exactly a scoop. 


"They were looking for some social issuethat 
would give them as much publicity in the 
national media as they had got with their 
defense of Hochmuth's 'The Deputy,’ when 
Robert Scheer began to free-lance for ther. 
Scheer - 'our resident intellectual.’ accor- 
ding to Hinckle - had the cause: Vietnan. 

He also had the political sophistication 

the magazine was lacking. After graduate work 
in economics at Berkeley, he had become a 
member of the center for the Study of Demo- 
cratic Institutions, which served as a kind 
of finishing school for him. The inagazine 
sent him to Southeast Asia and he came back 
with the soods. 


"Pro the time Scheer joined the staff, Ramparts 
has been crusading against the war in Vietnam. 
Their reports have made national news several 
times. There are wany publications editori- 
alizinz against the U.S. role in the Vietnam 
war, but Ramparts took its position early and 
stayed with it. While its effect on public 
attitudes cannot be measured, there is no 

doubt it has had some effect. To some it

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‘In March 1965 Hinckle, executive editor, 
began listing himself as ‘"arren tinckle IIT, 
nis name appears that way on the masthead now.

“Hinekle turned for help to Gaeralists, Inc., 
in May 1965. The consulting firm has two 
members: Dr. G.M. Feirsen, a prominent San 
Francisco proctolosist, and Howard Gossage 

of the advertising firma of Freeman and Gossage. 
The ivew York Times has called Gossace ‘the 
Socrates of San Francisco,' he is the inventor 
of the Seethoven sweatshirt and once toured 
the country in the company of a kangaroo to 
yromote an airline, which is where the resem- 
Dlance to Socrates ends. Gossaze is a hand- 
sone man, clean-shaven, well-shod and blessed 
with an abundance of almost ‘vvhite hair.

According to the records of the Division of 
Corporations, Los Angeles County Clerk's Office, the 
Independent Productions Corporation is a California 
corporation formed September 18, 1951, for the purpose 
of producing and distributing motion pictures. 


An informant advised on May 4, 1961, that the 
Independent Productions Corporation's first and only film 
to date has been the controversial firm, "Salt of the Earth", 
and that the principal figures behind the film were MICHAEL 
WILSON, HERBERT BIBERMAN, and PAUL JAPRICO, who were, 
respectively, the writer, the directcr, and the co-producer 
of the film. All three of these individuals have been identified 
in sworn testimony before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities as having been members of the Communist Party in 
Hollywood. The Independent Productions Corporation has not 
produced any films since "Salt of the Earth".

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BEIRUT TO CAIRO TO ALGIERS---MAYBE

She stated that TIMOTHY and ROGFMARY LEARY spent mose of 
their days in their apartments wearing long, Plowing gowns, 
taking acid, smoking pot, and reading various revolutionary | 
authors. She advised that LEARY's apartment was decorated 
in a very psychedelic manner d that bright lights, posters, 
and other psychedelic materials decorated the walls. She 
2lso advised that while traveling through the Middle Fast 
with LEARY they stopped off in Egypt to see the pyramids 
and that LEARY rode out onto the desert alone on a camel. LL 


JENNIFER then went into TIMOTHY LEARY's escape 
from prison and how the Weatherman had planned and carried 
out this action. She stated that from the very moment 
LEARY entered jail he had plarned to escape. she stated 
that LEARY did not grant interviews while in prison or 
conduct press Aopnferences because he wanted to convince 
Governor RONALDNREAGAN anc others that he was not a security 
risk and should placed in a minimum security prison. 






DOHRN stated that while in prison, LEARY frequently 
did physical exercises in ord¢r to prepare himself for nis 
escane from prison. He stated that he was very conce:ned 
about his physical condition dnd that he would be able to 
have enough strength to escape. He stated that he planned 
his escape for some time and that the newsrelease shortly 
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after his escape was written by ‘LEARY while he was in 
prison and carried over the wall. with him on the night of 
his escape. In addition, DOHRN stated that LEARY had cut 
out a news spaper Clipping which quoted Governor nONALD 
REAGAN as saying that LEARY wags not a security risk and 
should be placed in a minimum gecurity prison. DOHRN 
stated that on the night of hig escape, LEARY cleaned out 
his possessions from his foot locker and then took the 
newspaper clipping, underlined |'REAGAN's remarks in red, and 
taped this clipping to the topiof his foot locker so it 
would be found after his escapé. 


According to LEARY, his escape was almost foiled 
by two police officers from the East Coast. These officers 
had arrived at the prison on Thursday or Friday evening, 
prior to the weekend of his es¢ape,to take him back to the 
bast Coast for a trial. LEARY advised DOHRW that the 
officers told him they could l¢ave on Friday if he wanted 
to drive back to the East Coast, or they couid wait: until 
Monday if he would like to fly back to the East Coast. 
Since LEARY had planned to escape on the weekend, he told 
the officers that they should take the weekend off and have 
a good time and then fly back on Monday. LEARY advised 
DOHRN that he would have liked to have seen the officers'! 
faces when they woke up on Monday morning with a hang over 
and read in the morning papers that he had escaped. UW 


LEARY advised DOHRN that although he had been 
trying to get into good physical condition he was barely 
able to make it over the fence at the security prison. in 
addition, he stated that there were armed guards with search 
lights, but that they did not gee him. LEARY stated that 
his hands were badly cut while attempting to go over the 
fence and at one point he did not think that he had enough 
strenght to make it; however, LEARY advised DOHRN that he 
knew he must get to the top of the fence so that if he Was 
shot by the guards he would fall onto the outside of the 
prison and people would then know he was shot trying to 


escape. UW 
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Immediately after his ‘escape, LEARY was transported 
by the Weatherman underground to a large metropolitan city 
near the prison. DOHRN advised that GEARY had expected to 
be taken to some mountain hid d¢away but that he was taken to 
an apartment of a Weatherman underground member in the large 

etropolitan city and that they had marijuene and LSD waiting 
for him upon his arrival. According to JENNIFER DOHRN, 
immediately upon LEARY 's arrival, he was met by BERNARDINE 
DOHRN and JEFF JONES. OS 


JENNIFER DOHRN stated that LEARY thought that 
he would have to be hidden out but that the Weatherman under- 
ground had changed his appearance and provided him with 
false identification. He was then allowed to go out ae 
the streets, and JENMITER said that LEARY first felt uneas 
about this but later became more accustomed to working in 
the underground. DO 

According to JENNIFER, while driving down the road 
on his first day out, a car igad of freeks drove by and 
honked and waved. JENNIFER stated that LEARY was extremely 
concerned that he had been redognized but was then told by 
the individuals in his car that one of the individuals in the 
other car was MARK RUDD, JENNIFER stated that TIMOTHY LiARY 


was later in contact with RUDD in the large metropolitan city. 


JENNIFER advised that LEARY was hidden by the 
Weatherman underground for approximately one week before he 
was removed from the country. During this time, she stated 
that one evening TIMOTHY and ROSEMARY LEARY along with 
BERNARDINE DOHRN and others BOT stoned on marijuana and then 
went to a local theater to se¢d “Woodstock”. dGENNTIFER advised 


that this was a very moving eateries for LEARY since ne had 


been close friends with JIMMY HENDRIX, a rock musician, who 
had recently died due to an overdose of drugs, and that they 
were extremely touched by JIMMY's performance in "Woodstock". 
As the week passed, JENNIFER advised that LEARY became much. 
more confident of being able to live in the underground and. 
that he was soon not afraid td go out and meet people with 
his new identity. In addition, JENNIFER advised that LEARY 
hase written a book regarding the | coe underground and 
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how they helped him escape from prison and that this book 
snould be ready for release in the United States in approxi - 
mately one month. ; 


JENNIFER stated that after he return to the United 
States she spent some time traveling on the East Coast with 
various friends; however, she did not give any location nor 
the identity of whom she was traveling with. The only 
specific place that she mentioned visiting since her return 
was in Buffalo, New York, where she attended a conference of 
the "New Nation Movement". She advised that revolutionaries 
from all over the country had come to Buffalo and that great 
strides were made towards salidify ing plans for resistance 
against the United States. © 


DOHRN then spoke briefly about the most recent 
communication from the Weatherman underground of December 10, 
which has title, "Changing Weather’. She stated that many 
members of the Weatherman were extremely upset over the 
death of DIANE OUGHTON and two other Weatherman members in 
the New York townhouse explosion of last spring. She stated 
that several Weatherman members were still not over this 
tragedy and that it had greatly influenced their thinking 
towards revolution. She stated that the Weatherman organi- 
zation was still devoted to revolution and changing the 
country; however, JLNNIPER state ed that after the New York 
townhouse explosion “several of us decided we wanted to have 
a revolution but that we wanted to live to see it". JENNIFER 

did not state that the Weatherman had discontinued all 
bombing activities but did give the impression that wherever 
possible they would come } abeve ground to work with local 
coliectives and tribes. be | 


in regards to guestions about the Weatherman under- 
ground, DOHRN advised that although most people believe that 
Weatherman were hiding in some mountain retreat she stated that 
in fact they were living in major metropolitan cities in the 
United States. She stated that they had assumed other 
identities and that they were Jiving above ground in other 
environments. In response to a question, DOHRN stated that 
there was constant and daily communication between the East 
and West Coast factions of the Weatherman underground. Lh 
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DOURN also stated that the Weatherman had become 


extremely concerned about the Women's Liberation Movement 


and was heard to frequently uge tne term "“Weatherwoman’. 

She stated that in honor of DIANE OUGHTON and other 
Weatherwomen who had sacrificéd so much in the revolution 
the Weatherman organization planned some type of celebration 
on the enniversary of the New York townhouse explosion. 

In addition, DOHRN also discussed a Tew of the plans which 
were made at the New Nation Movement in Buffalo, New York, 
and again talked about the pipn for revolutionaries from. all 
over the country to drive o1d cars to Washington, D. @., on 
May 1, 1971, and tnen abandon them on the freeway and prevent 
workers, from reaching the Pentagon and downtown Washington,

During the above talk made by DOHRN, there was only 
one reference made to her fugitive sister, BERNARDINE DOHERN. 
Tis reference to BERNARDINE was mace when JENNIFER stated 
that she hoped all members off the collective remembered that 
BERNARDINE's (DOHRN) birthday was two days ago. She hoped 
thet in some parts of the country revolutionaries remembered 
to celebrate BERNARDINE's birthday. JENNIFER stated that she 
md taiked with BERNARDINE two days ago and that she was in 
good spirits and wished everyone continued success in the 
revolutionary struggie. In addition, JENNIFER also mentioned 
that JUDY CLARK was arrested by the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation a few weeks ago in New York City. She told the | 
audience how CLARK was arrested outside a New York theater 
but commented that the Federal Bureau of Investigation was 
lucky to catch her. she stated that there were many 
Weatherman fugitives sealed Living in the underground, 
but that in over a year the Federal Bureau of Investigation 


had only captured only two of them. JENNIFER stated that 






JUDY CLARK was.one of the strongest and most courageous 
Weathervomen and that she wags sure that she could stand up 
to imprisonment. She stated that the Government had set 
CLARK'S bail so high that there was no way she could get 
out of jail on bail.

The demonstration 
was being sponsored primarily by the Peace and Freedom 
Center (PFC) with the assistance of the Students for Peace 
(SFP), a campus-approved student organization at the 
University of Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh, Pa., and The 
Resistance which utilizes office space of the PFC, 5899 
Ellsworth Avenue, Pittsburgh. 


Source further advised that aforementioned 
demonstration was being held to protest pro-Vietnam 
war stand of Governor Reagan and his alleged reactionary 
positions relative to such matters as education and welfare 
programs, Demonstration Was expected to be orderly and 
peaceful. The length of time of demonstration was not set;

According to a source of this office, the weakened, 
semiclandestine PCM received a boost in its morale during the 
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recent visit of SALVADOR ALLENDE to Mexico. Several PCM 
leaders were in contact with ALLENDE shortly after his arrival 
in Mexico City, and were extremely pleased with his words of 
encouragement. ALLENDE volunteered to intercede with the 
Mexican President in behalf of the PCM, asking for the termin- 
ation of the Government's repression of the Party. ALLENDE 
also offered to arrange for permanent liaison between the PCM 
leadership and the Mexican Presidency. He also offered his 
country's support for the PCM, saying he would arrange for a 
Chilean delegation to attend the national PCM congress planned 
for early 1973.

PRO-COMMUNIST STUDENT ACTIVITIES IN MEXICO 


The program scheduled for SALVADOR ALLENDE during his 
visit to Mexico was prepared to keep him moving constantly, 
with little or no exposure to sensitive political areas, 
particularly militant students. Student activists were in 
contact with the Ambassador of Chile in Mexico attempting to 
arrange for a dialogue with ALLENDE. They were disgruntled at 
ALLENDE's failure to make an appearance at the University in 
Mexico City, but were appeased to some degree by the appearance 
of three Chileans representing farm workers, students, and the 
Chilean Embassy in Mexico. 


Action taken: Bureau has been advised. 
REVOLUTIONARY ACTIVITIES 


During the morning of 11/8/72, a Mexicana jet airliner, 
scheduled to fly from Monterrey to Mexico City, was hijacked 
Shortly after takeoff by four Se ee identifying 
themselves as the members of the“Armed Communist League. 
Negotiations between the terrorists and Mexican authorities 
resulted in the freeing of six of their imprisoned companions, 
plus the payment of ransom of 4,000,000 pesos ($320,000 U.S.), 
and delivery of weapons and ammunition. The terrorist group 
then ordered the plane to fly to Havana, Cuba, After several 
hours in Cuba the passengers were permitted to return to Mexico 
City. The Mexican press announced the following day that the 
Mexican Foreign Office said the Cuban Government would be formally 
requested to hold the hijackers for extradition to Mexico. 
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Information was later developed that one of the 
participants in the hijacking had previously attended a Chicano 
activity in San Antonio, Texas. Mexican police uncovered 
further evidence of guerrilla organization in northern Mexico 
with the discovery of several caches of weapons and ammunition. 
The seriousness of the rise in terrorist activity in Mexico 
was made evident by the increase of Mexican investigators in 
many areas to cope with revolutionary activities. 


Action taken: Bureau has been and will be advised. 








CUBAN MATTERS 


On 11/15/72, the Mexican Government formally requested 
the return of the hijackers who forced a jet airliner to Havana. 
The extradition request also asked Cuba to give back the 
4,000,00 pesos ransom. 


On 12/6/72, the Mexican Foreign Relations Secretariat 
announced that Cuba refused to extradite the hijackers, saying 
this was not possible 'because of the political motivations of 
the action.'' The note received from the Cuban Government added 
that the hijackers would be tried in Cuban courts, and that the 
money and guns would be returned to the Government of Mexico. 
The note also said the Cuban Government was willing to carry 
out a bilateral agreement with Mexico containing effective 
measures against the hijacking of airplanes, ships and other 
similar crimes.

CHICANO CONFERENCE IN MEXICO CITY 


The School of Political and Social Sciences, National 
Autonomous University of Mexico, sponsored as their first 
seminar on social movements, a conference on the United States 
Chicano movement. Held in Mexico City 11/21-24/72, the con- 
ference was attended by a number of prominent Upited tates 
Chicano leaders, including BERL CORONA, REIES/LOPEY {TJERINA, 
and RODOLFO (CORKY)/GONZALEZ. . 





Although most public statements made by the visiting 
Chicane had to do with their plight in the United States, their 
complaints were not restricted to the treatment accorded north 
of the border. Some 20 Chicanos appeared at the penitenitiary 
in Mexico City to visit political prisoners. After several 
hours of waiting they were denied entry by the prison superin- 
tendent who explained that his institution housed criminals 
not political prisoners. The frustrated Chicanos protested 
to the President's office but were unsuccessful in their 
efforts to visit prison inmates. Further complaints were made 
by the Chicanos when the Mexican police refused to authorize 
the presentation of the Protest Theater production in Mexico 
City.
